• boulders blistered from the boiling 
water. 
Details Are Meager 
Just how the infant happened to 
p u ll the kettle over upon herself could 
not Im* learned. 
Front the prostrate 
mother, only meager details could be 
learned. 
She stated that she had 
been away from t-he kitchen only a 
few moments. wrhen she heard her 
little daughter scream. 
The kettle, 
Mrs. Sanders says, seemed to have 
been wall enough to the rear of the 
stove, and out of reach of the young­ 
ster, who she left the room, but, ap­ 
parently, it was just within 
arm’s 
length, enabling the babe to pull the 
handle, thus overturning the boiling 
water upon herself. 
Dr. I M. Henderson was immediate­ 
ly summoned and medical 
attention 
wa* administered. This morning Dr. 
Henderson was rather reluctant to ex­ 
press himself on the condition of the 
child, ami its chances for recovery. 
“It takes a long time for burns of 
this nature to heal,” wras all Dr. Hend­ 
erson would say.
